.\n affidavit submitted by 
Miss Hearst's lawyers in her 
name Tuesday claimed she 
had joined the SLA and fought 
alongside them since April 


last year because she was 
"unable to distinguish be¬ 
tween actuality and fantasy, 
and in a perpetual state of 
terror." 


‘Urban guerrilla’ Patty now simply ‘not employed’ 


PIEDWOOD CITY, Calif. (AP) — Patricia 
Heai'sl is no longer listed as an urban guerrilla on 
a jail booking slip. 

San Mateo County Sheriff John McDonald said 
Wednesday that Miss Heai^st had confened with her 
attorneys and now lists herself as not employed. 


Miss Hearst had described hei'self as an urban 
guerrilla when she was booked into the jail after 
her capture. Her attorney said later she picked that 
designation because she fell piessured and couldn’t 
think of anything else. 


Joluison. author of a book 
on brainwashing Qiinesc 
intellectuals in tlie 1950s, said 
he had not yet been ap¬ 
proached by the court or the 
Hearst family to take part in 
an examination bf Miss 
Hearst. He also pointed out he 
was not a psychiatrist and 
wondered if he would be qual¬ 
ified to join the team. 

"My main work is in the 
study of guerrilla warfare,” 
he said in an interview, "and 
I would" be more inclined to

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
CIA secretly and illegally 
read the mail of many promi¬ 
nent Americans and opened at 
least one letter addressed to 
Richard Nixem before he be¬ 
came president, the chairman 
of the U.S. Senate intelligence 
committee said Wednesday. 

Later in the day. the com¬ 
mittee agreed to ask Nix<^ to 
testify in its wide-ranging 
probe of improper activities 
by U.S. agencies. 

Chairman Frank Church, an^ 
Idaho Democrat, said coiiL 
mittee members felt Nixon 
himself w’as the "best 
witness” in questions sur¬ 
rounding the shortlived Hus¬ 
ton plan to give intelligence 
agencies^saocUon to break Um 
law at timea. 

'Earlier, Church disclosed 
that in June. 1968. the agency 
opened and reEd a letter, 
v^^ich commented on Nixon’s 
prospects in that year’s presi¬ 
dential election, written by 
Nixon speechwriter Raymond 
Price while travelling in the 
Soviet Union. 

Church said that one of his 
own letters, written to his 
mother-in-law from the Soviet 
Union, was included in cor- 
responsdence found by his 
committee's staff while prob¬ 
ing the CIA mall-jj)ening 
operation—a project which 
was begun in 1932 and not

Three-mile telegram for petition 


MO.NTREAL (CP) — Two 
co|)ies of a petitim said to 
contain 599.000 signatures 
gathered by radio station 
CFCF to protest Quebec's lan¬ 
guage legislation ore on their 
way by telegram to Prime 
Minister Trudeau In Ottawa 
and Premier Robert Bourassa 
in Quebec Oty. 

The telegrams have been 
described by a CN-CP Tele- 
1 -nmmunicBtion.s spokesman 
as the longest in Canadian 
history. 

They are both three miles 
long, and have-^ far taken 
two weeks to transit. 


The CN-CP spokesman said 
three shifts of 12 persons have 
worked around the clock since 
Sept. 10 to send the petitions. 
He estimated that transmis¬ 
sion would be completed 
today. 

A CFCF sp(^esman said the 
campaign had drawn atten¬ 
tion to opposition to the con¬ 
troversial Officiai Language 
Act which gives priorily to 
French in the province. Op¬ 
position to the act has centr^ 
recently on the question dt 
language of instruction for 
immigrant children in Que¬ 
bec. 


The campaign was started 
Sept. 3 by CFCF broadcasters 
Jolm Robertson and Gordon 
Sinclair, and George Sprin- 
gate. Liberal member of the 
national assembly for the 
.Montreal riding of St. Anne 
Meanwhile, in Quebec City 
Wednesday, the FYench-lan- 
guage newspaper Le Journal 
de Montreal presented Pre¬ 
mier Bourassa with 91,323 sig¬ 
natures from Montrealers op¬ 
posed to the CFCF campaign. 

Gerard Ollier, Le Jour¬ 
nal's information director. 


presented the signatures, 
which were in the form of In¬ 
dividual dip-out coupons, run 
for nine days in the news¬ 
paper. 

A second French-language 
newspaper. Montreal Matin, 
has drawn up its own petitkxi 
describing the CFXIF petition 
as the product of "extremists 
in the Quebec anglophcme 
world and outside agitators 
from other provinces in Cana¬ 
da.”

A published report that 
Miss Hearst's defence was 
pi-cparcd before her arrest 
was termed "patently untrue" 
by Reg Murphy, editor and 
publisher of The E.xaminer. 
Miss Hearst's father. Ran¬ 
dolph, is president of the 
newspaper. 

"There is not any possibility 
of the case hating been con- 
structed months ago," 
Murphy told reporters. "The 
lawyers were not hired until 
Thursday. The lawyers inter¬ 


viewed Patty on Saturday for 
the first time. 

"At that time, tl)ey txwk her 
story down on paper, typed it 
up and allowed her to make 
some changes. It was typed 
again c« Monday ^and she 
again wrote in changes. She 
signed the final copy Monday 
night.” 

Miss Hearst's lawyer con- 
fii'med his client personally 
approved every detail of the 
long affidavit. 

Meanwhile, radical groups 
reacted with skefdicism 
Wednesday to Miss Hearst’s 
sworn statement that she was 
tortured and driven to in¬ 
sanity by her SLA captors. 

"Our feeling is. we haven’t 
hoard anything come out of 
Patty’s mouth since she's 
been arrested except when 
she identified hei^lf as an 
urban guerrilla," said Kathy 
Streem, a spokeswoman for 
the Prisoners of War Offence- 
Defence. 

The newspaper heiress, 


arrested here Thursday, 
swore in her affidavit she was 
tortured mentally and physi¬ 
cally by her kidnappers, that 
she wus blind-folded, bound 
and lock^ in a closet for 
weeks while constantly dtreat- 
ened with death. 

"From everything I know 
about the SLA. 1 juaC don’t 
believe they would treat her 
the way the affidavit de¬ 
scribed." Miss Streem said. 

She said her m^anization 
was active in the legal de¬ 
fence of SLA members Joseph 
Remiro and Russell Little in 
their murder trial on charges 
of assassinating Oaklanti 
schools superintendent 
Marcus Foster. It also is one 
of three groups that issued a 
atatemmt of support immedi¬ 
ately after Miss Hearst, fel¬ 
low SLA members William 
and Emily Harris and fugitive 
Wendy Yoshimura were caf)- 
tured last Thursday. 

The United Prisoners 
Union, arwther group that 
ioined in that statement, 
"doesn’t believe that she 
turned on people we consider 
i'omrades," sai^ spokesman 
Sleepy Bailey.

"Not that Cominco American’s establish¬ 
ment here in 1965 was because of tax or 
other problems in Canada. But now that the 
firm has some 225 employees in the Spokane 
area and nearly 1.000 in its United States 
operations with annual sales approaching 
$200 million, the busmess climate in Western 
Canada could be an influence in further 
growth of Cominco American. 

“THE FUIM is the U.S. subsidiary of 
Cominco Ltd., Canada’s largest mining. 
•smeltiJ^ and refining firm, which long has 
had big mining and smelting operations in 
Kimberley and Trial, B.C. and elsewhere in 
the area north of Spe^ane. 

"British Columbia’s mining industry prob¬ 
lems, aggravated by the controversial Miner¬ 
al Royalties Act, now even threaten to force 
the closure of the Vancouver Stock Ex¬ 
change. 

"AU of this should serve as a warning to 
Americans that socialist measures with af)- 
peaJing objectives, often have disastrous re¬ 
sults."

NAPLES (Reuter) — Two 
doctors have been arrested on 
chaa^gcs o{ negli^pcc fcrtlo^v. 
ing an epidemic ^ salmonella 
poisoning which killed 17 new¬ 
born babies during the la^t 
two weeks, police said today. 

The two men, who face 
from thi'ec to 12 >'ears in jail 
-Mf convicted, are Prof. Ama- 
deo Guarino, an analyst at 
AveUino Civic Hospital, and 
Dr. Carmine Mal^oni, director 
of a private maternity clinic 
where the epidemic broke out. 

Officials allege that Guarino 
was culpably slow in 1 ‘eport- 
ing the results of an autopsy 
on the first child to die and 


.Malzoni subsequently did not 
take acti<m to stop the epi* 
demic from spreading. 

Three other doctors arc 
under invesUgatitm and may 
face similar charges. 

All babies at the Avellino 
clinic were transferred to Co- 
tugno Isolation Hospital in 
Naples, which now is only ad¬ 
mitting cases of salmonella 
poisoning and related gastric 
disease. About 30 babies arc 
being treated. 

One other baby has died 
from salmonella in the Naples 
region and cases have been 
reported in several other 
parts of Italy.

NEW YORK (UPl) — A 
federal court has ordered the 
freeing of a 70-year-old con¬ 
vict whose complaints over 
Jail corruption led to his con¬ 
finement in a hospital for the 
criminally insane almT«t 3U 
years.

Schuster was convicted of 
second-degree murder in 1931 
for killing his estranged wife 
in an allmcmy dispute.

"But in I9H." Kaufman 
wi'ote, "Schuster became con- 
N'inced of con’uption in Clinton 
State Prison, and when he 
complained of this condition, 
the stale res|x»ndecl by trans¬ 
ferring him to Dannemora 

While Schusler had sought 
parole in 1969, he changed his 
mind when he came before 
the parf)le board three years 
later, charging it bad "co-o- 
l>erated with the corruptly 
motivated retention of me 24 
years beyond the date of 
merit" and "is not morally fit 
to supen’lse me."

R EXUCTANT as he may be to Intervene In 
any aspect of the food industry dispute, La¬ 
bor Minister William King might be moved to 
come to the rescue of people in this general area 
who can’t buy bread. 

The situation, and It affect.s all of Vancouver 
Island in greater or lesser degree, is a result of a 
threat by the Bakery and Confectionery Union to 
picket McDonald’s bakery here. The artlon would 
be taken if the bakery continued to supply 
member-firms of the B.C. Food Industry Labor 
Relations Council, McDonald’s was warned. 

So deliveries were stopped to Safeway, Shop- 
Easy, Super-Valu, Maverick and Economart stores. 

But the union went a step farther. It demand¬ 
ed that McDonald’s refrain from supplying any ad¬ 
ditional bread to small, uninvolved shops where the 
demand, understandably, was suddenly increasing. 

The union might have an argument — al¬ 
though there is plenty of room for rebuttal — to 
justify an attempt to stop bakery supplies from 
reaching firms which are members of the shop¬ 
keepers’ council. But surely there is no justification 
in adding to the public’s inconvenience and penaliz¬ 
ing the small shops. 

‘To avoid pickets going up around our plant,” 
McDonald’s spokesman said, thus closing down the 
whole operation, “we can only give the grocers the 


same amouni of bread they leceived prior to the 
strike.” 

The consequences of the union threat and tile 
company’s submiadon to it, is that Vancouver Is¬ 
land shops McDbnald’s supplies are going to be 
100,000 loaves short of requirements this week and 
a large proportion of the bakery’s staff are out of 
work because they are not needed to bake the nor¬ 
mal output. And then there are the people who 
have to get along without their toast or sand¬ 
wiches. 

This is just one more example of a party to a 
dispute deliberately creating a nuisance for the 
general public in order to expedite a settlement on 
its terms. It shows a sordid lack of scruple. 

"It has been years,” former attorney general 
and industrial leader Robert Bonner told the Van¬ 
couver Chamber of Commerce the other day, 
“since (industrial dispute) settlements In this 
country have reflected either industry economics 
or national productivity. Increasingly, settlements 
have b^me an exercise of muscle all the way.” 

This, of course, is inevitable as long as the 
collective bargaining process is the accepted form. 

But It is unacceptable that uninvolved parties 
— in the current case, the independent stores — 
and the general public should continually pay a 
price for other people’s disagreements. It is wrong 
and inexcusable that any disputant should deliber¬ 
ately Involve the innocent bystander.

Dear diary 


■plRST IT WAS THE BOAST of tremendous prof- 
r its for the good of the piwince from B.C. 
Petroleum Corporation operations. He got it all 
botched up and it didn’t serve his purpose. But 
Premier Barrett was ti-ying to “sell” the people on 
his government and its performance, and there's 
lieen no let-up throughout his interior tour. 

Let’s look at the diary: 

Coupled with the Petroleum Corporation 
huzzas were his contortions at patting his own 
back on the money flowing in from the govern¬ 
ment’s operation of the Princess Marguerite. When 
1 his was shot full of holes, the premier moved away 
from those tactics to others designed to brighten 
his halo. 

Sept. 16; The villainous CPR had best watch 
its step. On E and N land grants, a favorite with 
lhe people, “what the crown has given the crown 
can take away.” 

Sept. 17: Yes, perhaps he should relinquish his 
hold on the financial portfolio, the dual job now 
having “outlived its usefullness.” Also, we will do 
better on natural gas export income, with an early 
trip to Ottawa to fight for a price increase. And no, 
the NDP party do^’t get help that other paities 
do from big business. 


Sept. 18: While there will be a JIO million drop 
in anticipated budget surplus this year, it is not 
planned to cut special employment programs, com¬ 
munity i-ecreation projects and expansion of B.C. 
Ferries facilities. 

Sept. 19: A belter deal from the Columbia 
River Tieaty; and straightening out of the prov¬ 
ince's confused 'assessment and property taxation 
piemre; and, “Just watch out over tlie next little 
while. Watch for government initiatives 1o create 
jobs." 

Then there was a weekend lull before the wind 
began to blow stronger. 

Sept. 22; Help for the oldstere — minimum 
payments under Mincome to jump to “just a few 
pennies less than $250 a month per person” up 
from $243.83 to $249.82 which is "close to $500 a 
month for a couple.” 

Sept, 23; At long Iasi the big one of the NDP 
election promises in 1972 — removal of school 
taxes from property could come next year. “Watch 
this spring’s budget.” 

The Barrett barnstorming is only beginning, 
but the way it’s developing the roof could be flvlng. 
Watch for it. Or should that be watch out for it? 


School suspensions in the V.S. 


Should disruptive children 
he suspended from school? Or 
shoidd they be sent to a "cool> 
Ing off” room or a special ed¬ 
ucation class? 

Suspension may help the 
class but it usually hurts the 
child, according to a new re¬ 
port 1^ the Children’s Defense 
Fund (CDF), a public ad¬ 
vocacy group. 

The report stresses the need 
for more safeguards to pro¬ 
tect student rights. It argues 
that, once suspended, a weak 
or poo^^^' motivated student is 
likely to drop out of schoerf, be 
publicly labelled a "trouble- 
inaker” and thus more prone 
t<> misliehavo again, and de¬ 
nied needed help. 

Charging that the often '‘ar¬ 
bitrary” use of suspensions 
has reached “mammoth pro- 
jKirtlotis” in the U.S., the CDF 
report suggests that nu¬ 
merous in-school alternatives 
— ranging from the special 
classes and the cooling off 
period to time in the prin¬ 
cipal's office — can do as 
much for the class and far 
more for the child in question. 

AMliough many teachers 
insist they use the suspension 
weapon only sparingly, the 
CDF report, \^hlch analyzes 
disciplinary data on 24 million 
child^n gathered by the U.S. 
Office of Education’s Office of 
Civil Rights and draws on its 
own survey of some 6.500 
families, charges that the rea¬ 
sons are oftwi discretionary 
and vary considerably from 
school to school. 


The report, for example, 
shoots down a “myth” that 
suspensions are reserved for 
“patently unruly trouble¬ 
makers,”' prone to violence 
and vandalism, by pointing 
out that more than twevthirds 
of the one million suspensions 
in ttie 1972-73 school year 
were for such non-violent of¬ 
fenses as truancy, tardiness 
and dress code violations. 

Rarely, says CDF, are the 
reasons for such rule infrac¬ 
tions taken Into account. One 
hoy left the school grounds to 
help an older man change a 
flat tire while another arrived 
late because of a need to tend 
to his alcobolio father. 


A lot of alternatives

Prime Minister Tmdeau, in 
his eight years as govern¬ 
ment leader, has added 
some exotic names to the list 
of authors whom politicians 
quote. But these days he is 
probably muttering that well- 
known Robbie Bums line 
about “the best laid plans of 
mice and men.” 

Mr. Trudeau named his 
first cabinet back in 196S with 
the promise — or the threat 
— that'he would be juggling 
portfolios frequently to keep 
his ministers on their toes. In 
fact he has been the most con¬ 
servative of prime mnisters in 
regard, onty making 
changes w4ien circumstances 
forced his hand. 


WTien Parliament rose for 
the summer in July. Mr. Tru- 
<!eau announced there would 
he no cabinet changes until 
next summer — not a surpris¬ 
ing .statement in view of his 
record. 

Apparently he made the 
statement without checking 
with his ministers. They have 
now forced his hand and he 
faces a major cabinet over* * 
haul wither he likes it or 
not. 

It was not a great surprise 
that Gerard Pelletier left 
and his going In no way re¬ 
flects on government policy. 
He has been a most reluctant 
parliamentarian and it was a 
little sad at times to see him 
going through the motions 
when he enjoyed it so little. 
He took his cabinet responsi¬ 
bilities seriously — maybe tw 
.seriously. 


“WTiat astonishes me.” says 
Marian Wright Edelman, 
director of CDF, “is that 
school officials are often sur¬ 
prised at the reasons — no¬ 
body takes time to analyze 
what they’re suspending Idds 
for.” 

VTiile more whites are sus¬ 
pended than blacks, blacks 
proportionately bear more of 
the brunt of the tough discipli¬ 
nary weapon, according to the 
CDF report. 

The Office of Civil Rights 
recently spent more than 51 
million in grants under the 
Emergency School Aid Act to 
study the effect of school dis¬ 
ciplinary policies on minority 
students. 


I Beg to Differ 


"The question is ‘are the 
policies such that one racial 
group confirms more easily 
than another?’ ” explains an 
Office of Education spokes¬ 
man.

When Alvin saw tlie beer he 
was upset. His messenger had 
not brought the beer produced 
by his captive brewer. He had 
purchased a rival brand.

John Tuitier rosigned from 
the cabinet because he was on 
a road leading to a precipice. 
An intelligent man — and 
Ttirner is — gets off the road 
before the precipice is 
reached. 

He made the final hcart- 
wrenching decision a few 
weeks ago but he had been 
thinking about it for years. As 
far back as 1970 he discussed 
the possibility with a Liberal 
senator — a confidante. His 
decision not to act at that 
time was influenced by the 
near total political eclipse of 
his friend and colleague, Paul 
Hellyer. 

Turner’s reluctance to stay 
with Trudeau was both per¬ 
sonal and political. The antip¬ 
athy between them was une¬ 
qualled in the Trudeau years.

Tlie finance minister proba¬ 
bly hoped for a miracle — but 
none came. He finally 
roauhed the same conclusion 1 
had reached — not even a 
lough, ftoweriul minister can 
change the ix>llcy thrust of 
the “reigning” group. He may 
liostpone a decision or water 
it down. But after it has sim¬ 
mered on Uie policy burner 
for awhile, the stew will taste 
exactly as determined by the 
"in” group recipe. 

Outsiders find this difficult 
to understand. (I was often 
chastised for not remaining in 
the cabinet to fl^t for the 
policies I believed in.) They 
assume that cabinet decisions 
are ma.iority decisions but the 
system doesn’t woric that 
way. Cabinet does not vote. 
Decisions arc “concensus” 
decisions and any group 
which includes the P.M., no 
matter how small, represents 
a “concensus.” An extreme 
case was a six to one division 
in cabinet committee, where 
the (Xie carried because 
that one was the prime min¬ 
ister. 


Turner faced this problem 
with the Guaranteed Annual 
Income (GAD. It is now the 
accepted "gospel” of social 
reformers who, (or the most 
part have no conception of 
how it would work. Turner 
recc^nized that the plan, if 
applied to employables as 
well as unemployables. Is a 
form of institutionalized wel¬ 
fare. He knew that its early 
implementation, at an annual 
cost estimated in the billions, 
would fuel the inflationary 
fire • • like jiourlng starter 
fluid on white hot charcoal. 

He rebuffed several ad- 
^^nces on die GAI but finally 
realized that his was only a 
holding action. E>ventually the 
“in" group would walk ngbl 
over him.

that he had nothing to gain 
and much to lose by staying. 
The family sacrifice involved 
in continuing was too great 
.just to facilitate political hai*i- 
kari. 

His exit from cabinet ha* 
opened new career opportuni¬ 
ties. Industry would welcome 
him. The legal profession 
would be a natural. Or he can 
flirt with the Tories In the 
hope that, in this Interna¬ 
tional Women's Year, the old 
gal will propose. 

If political matrimony as a 
step tow’ard the P.M.’s resi¬ 
dence is his goal, he has two 
major hurdles to clear. First 
he must gain acceptance in 
the Tory party and dien con¬ 
vince the public that his 
change of heart is not just po¬ 
litical opportunism.

Shock in Ontario

It is often said that in an election peonle tend to vote 
against a govemfnent rather than tor It. Whatever ifiay be 
the accuracy of this statement in general, clearly this is what 
happened in the Ontario election on Thursday, when the Con¬ 
servative government of William Davis was reduced from a 
strong majority to a weak minority administration. 

But having voted against the Conservative.s, those voters 
who did, then split their votes — to the undoubted sh >ck of the 
Liberal party. The Liberals, on the basis of their owm and 
other polls, expected to form the government: they did not 
even form the official Opposition. That honor has fallen to 
Stephen Lewis; New Democrats who now have two more 
seats in the Ontario House than the Liberals have. 

The irony of this is that it does not reflect a massive 
swing to the NDP. TTiat party increased Its share of the popu¬ 
lar vote by only 2 per cent, where the Uborals increased 
tlieirs by 6 iier cent. But such was the distribution and con¬ 
centration of votes that the NDP were able to come up with 
.18 seats to the Liberals 36. 

The vote appears to show, first, disenchantment with (he 
Davis administration for it.s failure, in the eyes of many 
voters, to r.olve some of the hard problems the province 
faces. It may also, in its rejectiwi of the Liberals, reflect a 
similar disenchantment witli Lilieral policies at Ottawa which 
' iwve been equally unsuccessful in giappling with tlie prob¬ 
lems of the day.

Drastic measures alter eeemomie climate 

India licks inflation 


Colonist - Gomini Nows Sorvico 

Within a year of announcing 
lough monetary measures in 
July last year, India has bea¬ 
ten inflation. The annual rate 
is down from 30 per cent in 
September. 1974, to minus 2.7 
})ep cent in July, 1975. This 
has been achieved by four 
main steps: 

• Impounding wage raises 
and a part of the dearness al¬ 
lowance (a component of 
wage which varies with the 
cost of living index) in the 
public and the private sectors. 

• Curbing distribution 

profits. This restricted com¬ 
pany dividends to 33.33 per 
cent of the net profit after tax 
or 12 !>er cent of the face 
value of shares, whichever 
was less. • 

• Introducing a compulso¬ 
ry deposit scheme for salaried 
and self-employed people. 

• Raising the Reserve 
Hank of India's lending rate 
fnmi 7 to 9 per cent while the 
lending rales of commercial 
banks on advances were 
raised to vary between 11 to 
15 per cent. Interest on depos¬ 
its was raised to stimulate 
savings. 

★ ★ ♦ 

The main aims of the mea¬ 
sures was to reduce the 
money supply in circulation 
by cutting people’s disposable 
incomes and to eliminate 
speculation as only genuine 
investors would borrow at the 
high rale of interest. 

Thus, during tlie October- 
March busy season money 
supply expanded by only 4.7 
per cent, against the previous 
season’s 7.8 per cent. 

The demand for commodi¬ 
ties was reduced by freezing 
incomes while the dear money 
policy forced traders to pari 
with their stocks, thereby In¬ 
creasing the supply of com¬ 
modities. Hius, after only a 
few months, inflation started 
losing strength. 

Galloping inflation in India 
was triggered by the short-fall 
in fofxlgrain production for 
two years running. The 
1970-71 output was a record 
108.42 million tonnes and the 
Planning Commission pre¬ 
pared the Fifth Plan on an op¬ 
timistic note. 

Rut the decline to 105.42 
million tonnes in 1971-72 and 
to 97.0.3 in 192-73 set the run¬ 
away inflation in motion. 

Then came the steep rise in 
the price of oil. hoarding of 
foodgrains by farmers and 
traders at home, circulation 
of black f unaccounted) 
money, and a rise in the sui>- 
ply of money and budgetary 
deficit. The investments en¬ 
visaged in the Fifth Plan be¬ 
came meaningless and India 
was forced to resort to annual 
planning. 
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Gn the jKilitical front tough 
action was taken against 
black money. About 30 billion 
rupees was estimated to be in 
circulation and operators 
were holding India to ransom 
witlv a parallel bleak money 
economy.

Now that the proclamation 
of the emergency has stopped 


black money holders exploit¬ 
ing loopholes in the law 
almost all black money has 
been immobilized. 

For fear of arrest nobody is 
offering black money in the 
market and no one is willing 
to accept it. Within a week of 
the proclamation of the emer¬ 
gency the wholesale prices of 
commodities started falling 
steeply, llie dowTiward infla¬ 
tionary trend Is now likely to 
continue till prices find their 
natural level. 

The change in public out¬ 
look is remarkable.

f>oi)ular mirkls. Greater dis¬ 
cipline is discernible in other 
walks of life as well. 

There is almost complete 
industrial peace. Three major 
trade unions have renounced 
strikes and intimidation, 
creating a propitious climate 
for industrial growlh. Gov^ern- 
meni offices Icxik clean am! 
employees are punctual and 
courteous to the public. Stu-' 
dent Indiscipline has been 
curbed. 


In some parts of India 
women students are being 
asked to give up mod clothes 
ani wear traditional Indian 
saris or salwar-kameez. Long¬ 
haired lx)ys are being given 
crew-cuts. 

And the Congress Party it¬ 
self. having undergone what 
may l)e called a mild 
“purge.” has changed its out¬ 
look. Younger and radical ele¬ 
ments are in command of the 
party apparatus. 

Congressmen have l>een iu- 
struited to give up ostenta¬ 
tious living and establish ra|>- 
pert with the masses through 
social work. The emergency 
has spurred the congre.ss to 
put its liouse in order. 


The [jarty vision of the tyiie 
of smriety it wanted to es¬ 
tablish had for long be^^n 
there. Al Avadi in 1956 Ja- 
waharial Nehru defined the 
party goal as establishment of 
a socialistic patteni of soci- 
et>'. What was missing was a 
sense of urgency and the will 
to act. 

Much more needs to Ix' 
done. But it is plain that by 
and large the people feel that 
this time tlie govemmenl 
really mean.s business.

Robert Fischer said 
"rather dramatic changes in 
ice conditions” led to the deci¬ 
sion to use the icebreakers 
Burton Island-, Storis, and Ot- 
njs to help the convoy, laden 
with materials for the Trans- 
Alaska pipeline complex. 

The convoy had left Seattle 
July 4 but W'as forced to a 
halt between Wainwright and 
Barrow on Ala.ska*s northwest 
coast when southerly winds 
failed to materialize. The 
southerly winds were heeded 
to push gargantuan ice floes 
away from the coast and out 
of the convoy's path. 

A change in the wind pat¬ 
tern in late August alkmed" 111 
barges laden with mammoth 
housing and equipment mo¬ 
dules to slip through to Prud¬ 
hoe Bay. Those modules were 
consirtei*ed critical cargo 
which could !>e shipped to the 
oil fields only by barge. 

Lieut. Fischer said it would 
lake the barges trvo to three 
days to reach Prudhoe Bay

Sheridan says his company, 
Shield Developments Ltd., 
was prevented from acquiring 
control of Western, which has 
a cash balance of more than 
$10 million, by an offer to 
acquire NBU Mines of Tonin- 
to through the issue of trea¬ 
sury sh^es. 

The Sheridan injunction was 
filed Tuesday in British Co¬ 
lumbia Supreme Court. 

Sheridan announced earlier 
this month tliat Shield had en¬ 
tered into an option agree¬ 
ment to purchase 1.29 million 
shares of Western from W. R. 
Grace and Co. of New York. 

The 1.29 million-share block 
represents 25 per cent of the 
outstanding shares of WesteiTi 
and was considered effective 
control of Western. The com¬ 
pany has a copper mine at 
Buttle Lake on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Sheridan says in an af¬ 
fidavit that in addition, his in¬ 
terests have or are In the 
process of acquiring 360,000 
shai*es of Western, which with 
the Grace block represents 30 
per cent of Western's shares. 

Any newly-issued shares of 
Western would dilute his in- 
lei-est and prevent him from 
acquiring control, he said. 

Sheridan's affadavit says he 
lielieves Western was to offer 
cash and shares this week 
worth $3.75 for each share of 
NBU Mines, a company which 
trades on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange. 

Snyder said: “There is no 
such scheme nor is any share 


exchange offer for any com¬ 
pany contemplated.” 

Shield, which trades on the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange, 


seeks an injunction to prevent 
the issue of shares and to pre¬ 
vent \\'estern from acquiring 
assets for cash or shares.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca- ' 
nadian National Railways 
cleared one obstacle 
Wednesday in its bid to buy a 
minority intereat in a foreign- 
based shipping group.

The appUcatkm was op¬ 
posed by several groups 
claiming that such a move by 
CN might make it difficult for 
the government to promote a 
substantial CanadiannTwned 
and registered merchant 
marine. 

CP Rail also said that the 
CN investment was designed 
to corral most of the contain¬ 
er shipping business in the 
port of Montreal.

Rise toMeetlnoieasii^ Cost& 

Because of continuing increases in the costs ot providing service, rate 
increases will be introduced for residential electric customers throughout B.C. Hydro’s 
service area. 

These rate adjustments, which will begin with the first full billing period after 
September 30th, will be about 12%.

To put it simply, the cost of generating and delivering electric power is rising. 
Cost factors such as financing, construction, materials and wages are all subject to inflationary 
pressures. The costs incurred in maintaining and improving environmental protection must also, 
ot course, be met. 

The last rate increase tor residential electric customers was announced in 
July 1974. That residential rate change was relatively small when compared with rate increases 
announced at the same time tor large industrial and bulk customers. 

It is important that a good standard ot service to Hydro’s customers be 
maintained. Because the cost ot providing such service continues to rise, rate increases are 
necessary. B.C. Hydro faces conclitions similar to those which are forcing rates upward across 
Canada. For example, within the past year, electric rates have been increased in many 
communities in Alberta, Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec, Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia.

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Scientist’s life hangs 
on success of envoy 


PARIS (UPI) - The 
French government sent an 
envoy Wednesday to bargain 
u'ith Qiad rebels for the life of 
a French wocnan scientist 
threatened with execution by 
firing squad. 

The emissary, accompanied 
by t^^'o Africans, was sent to 
the rebels' hideout deep in the 
Sahara desert to negotiate for 
the release of Fi'ancoise 
Claustre, caidured 17 months 
ago. 

He carried a ransom offer 
of $2.2 million for rebel leader 
llissen Habre, the self-styled 
•'Fidel Castro of Africa,” but 
had instructions not to bow to 
demands for weapons, the 
French government an¬ 
nounced. 

Habre had thre;itCT!c<l to 
shoot Mrs. Claustre. 38, Tues¬ 
day at his camp deep in the 
Sahtira but at the last minute 
postponed the execution indef¬ 
initely pending further discus¬ 
sions. 

A spokesman for the French 
jn'esldency in Paris said the 
unidentified French emissary 
and the two Afrkan obsei’vers 
will meet with Habre on 
Thiu'sday at an unnamed lo¬ 
cation. 

Tbc spokesman said the dis¬ 
cussions will concern only the 
agi^eement made last July to 
deliver cash and supplies, and 
denied reports that France 
was considering the pos¬ 
sibility of delivering weapons 
to Habre. 

“The contacts have exclusi¬ 


vely corroemed, on both sides, 
the detaUs of carrying out the 
agreement concluded during 


the month of July to the ex¬ 
clusion of any other element,” 
the spokesman said.

A majdmum of security for 
* young offender was the key 
issue in the case of a 17-year- 
old Victoria youth Wednesday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
as far as Judge D. K. McA- 
dam was concerned. 

The youth was Timothy 
John Combe, who pleaded 
guilty Sept. 17 to a Colwood 
charge of escaping from the 
Metchosin weekend work 
camp early Sept 13 and to an 
Oak Bay charge of breaking 
into a home later that day 
and .stealing items worth a 
total of about $56. 

Combe had been sentenced 
July 16, to 10 months for 
break-ln and theft, mischief, 
car theft and possession of 
known stolen property. He 
was serving his time at the 
Wilkinson Road provincial jail 
and was on a jail pass to the 
Metchosin camp wben he 
walked away. 

McAdam said a July pre- 
sentence report noted Combe 
had in the past “exhibited a 
pattern of going AWOU es- 
i-aping or running away." He 
said Combe might benefit 
from a young-offenders pro¬ 
gram at the Boulder Bay 
>-amp in northern Vancouver 
Island but wondered about se¬ 
curity. 

Prosecutor Nicholas Lang 
said he knew the camp wag in 
a remote area, which McA¬ 
dam interpreted to mean 
“there wouldn’t be much to 
break and enter if you got 
out." 

He then told Combe that “I 
don’t think we can complain 
^at you haven’t indicated in 
your past life any pattern.” 
meaning a number of escapes 
and runaways. 

So the sentence was a total 
of six months in detention and 
McAdam said he would rec¬ 
ommend “the Boulder Bay 
program or some other pro- 
tgram providing a maximum 
of security.”

Relations Imard and honor the 
contract as negotiated (by the 
unkm) with the police board. 

"If that is forthcoming, 
and T would hope it would be, 
it must be before the meeting 
Thursday night," he said. 

"The other alternative is 
following the guidance of the 
men. We (the uniop execu¬ 
tive) will not recommend a 
course of action. We won’t be 
saying what they .should do. 
We will merely explain the 
options.” 

Braiden said some options 


had already been "done away 
with ... we will not negotiate 
with the police board.

Wage demands for the zone 
haven’t been set.

City seeks insurance bids

The city is. preparing to 
thiXTW Us $29 million wwth of 
insurance coverage to open 
bidding to end what Mayor 
Peter Fkillen has described as 
a "backscralching” arrange¬ 
ment among local insurance 
agents and brokers. 

Under the present long-time 
system, one city broker, Ker 
and Stephenson, receives half 
the commission on the sale of 
insurance coverage to the city 
while the rest in the city are 


paid off. Pollen claims, to 
avoid*competitive bidding. 

But this just isn’t so. says 
Ian Rendle, president of the 
Victoria Insurance Agents As¬ 
sociation. Rendle said Ker 
^and Stephenson "generally” 
paid the 50 per cent of its 
commission directly into the 
association’s funds where it 
was used for educational pn>- 
grams or to defer mem¬ 
bership fees. 

Last year, according to 
Rendle. was iJie first time he 
re<’a]led that agents received 


cheques as their share of the 
commission but he refused to 
slate the reason. 

However, lie said the as.soci- 
ation had dropiied its driver 
training program—one of the 
benefits of '50 per cent com¬ 
mission—because of loss of 
car coverage to the Insurance 
Cbrporation of British Colum¬ 
bia. 

L. E. Pope, president of Ker 
and Stephenson, said his firm 
/Was chosen by the association 
to handle the city’s coverage 
and it wds his understanding 


Gorst late more than once 
in delivering B. C. cheques 


Esquimau MLA Jim 
Gorst has been tai'dy 
more than once in his 
delivery of provincial 
government grant 
cheques for the Juan de 
r'uca curling rink proj- 
#ci, members of the Cap¬ 
ital Region Boat'd learn¬ 
ed Wednesday. 

In a Sept. 23 letter to Pre¬ 
mier Barrett read to the 
b:>ard. chairman Jim C^amp- 
bel! complained that govern¬ 
ment cheques dated late May 
and June were not received 
until Sept. 16, necessitating 


temporary bank financing 
which added $1,897 to the cost 
of the project. 

"The amount represents a 
’low cost’ which will be capi¬ 
talized in our total project 
costs. It is simply an unneces¬ 
sary contribution to the bank¬ 
ers out of re<TeationaJ funds,’’ 
the letter stated. 

Metchosin director Mac Tip- 
ton said a similar delay of 
"several months" occurred in 
the issuing of cheques to¬ 
talling $1U.000 for the project 
last January. 

“Maytie it has hapfiened be¬ 
fore." Gorst said in an inter¬ 
view with the Colonist, but he 


denied there had been a delay 
of three monlha in delivering 
the latest cheques. 

He said his office files show 
the cheques arrived in jatc 
July and he was unable to ar¬ 
range a suitable time for pre¬ 
sentation to the directors until 
last week. 

Gorst apologized for any in- 
convence the delay might 
have caused but he hinted the 
criticism might have political 
origins. 

"We’re coming right down 
to the wire with an election 
next yea^.’^j^Je said. 

Gorst said no one has shown 
that a loan was necessary be¬ 
cause of the delay and he

' Gorst said he didn’t approve 
of the idea of MLAs present¬ 
ing dummy cheques to locai 
officials at a mutually conve¬ 
nient time after the real thing 
had been delivered, as 
suggested by Campbell in hi.s 
letter to the premier.

He said that in the 
early 50s the city wanted to 
break aw^y from fragmented 
insurance coverage it had 
prior to the present system. 

In many cases, he said, be¬ 
cause of the limited un¬ 
derwriting capacities of local 
agents and brokers, three or 
four might be involved in the 
insuring of a single building, 
which led to administration 
problems. 

Bramley said that the city 
W’ould continue to offer its in¬ 
surance as a package when 
bidding begins within the next 
month. 


In the. seven days of media¬ 
tion before the pulp break¬ 
down, most of the mediators’ 
time W’as spent tr>'ing to get 
discussions going between the 
striking pulp unions and their 
employers. 

IWA regional president 
Jack Munro said Wednesday 
the union "is not running 
away from its responsi¬ 
bilities." and w’ill continue 
discussions. 

The cost of living provisions 
contained In the report of spe¬ 
cial mediator Mr. Justice 
Henry Hutcheon is a major 
issue in the dispute involving 
all three unions. 

But while the two pulp 
unions have been demanding 
full cost of living protection in 
the second year of Hutcheon’s 
proposed two year agreement, 
it is believed the RVA wxiuld 
settle for improvements In the 
formula. 

Pulp talks broke down when 
industry negotiators refused 
to accept any proposals that 
would increase the costs of 
the Hutcheon recommen¬ 
dations, which both sectors of 
'the Industry accepted as a 
final position. 

The 13,000 members of the 
PPWC and the CPU, on strike 
since July 16. rejected the 
Hutcheon report by 85 per 
cent votes, while IWA 
members on the coast reject¬ 
ed It by a 51 per cent margin. 
Southern Interior TWA 
members accepted H by 84 
per cent. 

Mr. Justice Hutcheon rec¬ 
ommended a $1.55 an hour in¬ 
crease over two years on the 
present industry base rate of 
$5.10. 

There would be no cost of 
living award in the first year 
except for a 24 cent an hour 
ineroase already paid under 
the old agreement. 

In the second year, there 
would be no cost of living ad¬ 
justment unless inflation ex¬ 
ceeds 12 per cent in that 
period. The old cost of liv'ing 
clause produced, a one cent an 
hour boost for every .35 rise 
in the consumer price index. 
It was this demand by the 
pulp unkms for the old cost of 
living formula in a one year 
contract that was rejected by 
the industry and resulted in 
the breakdown Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

Almost all RVA members 
aix* without work, despite 
unimi leaders not having 
called a strike.

Saanich 
water 
gets aid 

Threatened waterways of 
Saanich found 40 friends 
Wednesday with the forma¬ 
tion of the Saanich Environ¬ 
mental Association. 

The aim of the fledgling or¬ 
ganization. according to its 
founder Dr. Bob Langford, a 
sometime consulting biologist 
for Saanich, is to preserve 
and restore the municipal¬ 
ity's lakes and rivers. 

"If you came for a ready 
answer in one night you prob¬ 
ably won’t get it," Langford 
told the meeting in Municipal 
HaU. 

He predicted that much of 
the first year would be spent 
locating and remedying pollu¬ 
tion problems before starling 
reclamation of the rivers to 
ensure the return of salmon, 
trout and other wildlife. 

"We’ll definitely get a lot of 
help from the federal and pni- 
vincial governments as- well 
as the municipality," Lang¬ 
ford said, later. He added that 
Local Improvement Program 
grants as well as financing 
from the federal-provincial 
Salmon Enhancement Pro¬ 
gram were likely.

The agreement came after 
cantroversy surrounding the 
signing late last season of 18- 
year-old Toixmto juniors Mqrk 
Napier and John Tonelli with 
Toronto Toros and Houston 
Aeros respectively.

Zealand appears to have been 
allocated only (our seats in 
the stadium on the day of the 
150(Vmetre final. 

New Zealanders believe the 
event will produce the race of 
the centiuy. with New Zea¬ 
land's world mile record hold^ 
er John Walker fighting it out 
with Filbert Ba>i of Tanzania, 
holder o! the 1500-metrc 
record.

Halberg 
said he did not expect prefer¬ 
ential treatment init he was 
disappointed not to be able to 
see the events. 

Travel agencies estimate 
that some 2000 New Zea¬ 
landers have already applied 
for tickets. Sev’eral companies 
have susp^ded sales of tick¬ 
ets for Olympic tours until 
they find whether an>' more 
tickets are available. But cme 
comply said it believes the 
allocation to New Zealand had 


been liberal compared with 
some other countries. 

The chairman of the New 
Zealand Olympic and Com¬ 
monwealth Games Associa¬ 
tion. Lance (Tross, said his as¬ 
sociation will protest with the 
president of the International 
Olympic CXimmitteo. Lord Kil- 
lanin. 

“The organizing committee 
fur the Olympics has allocat¬ 
ed 85 ()cr cent of (he tickets*to 
Canada and the United 
Slates." Cross said. 

"Of the 15 per cent remain¬ 
ing for foreign allocation. 
New Zealand and Australia 
between tlicm have an altoca- 
tios of 1.05 per cent. It is es¬ 
timated that the New Zealand 
allocation will be one quarter 
of the 1.05 per cent. I do not 
know as yet what this comes 
to in numbers of tickets. 

“The situation Is veiy 
serious as far as New Zealand 
is concerned. Other countries 
are up In arms too. 

“I just hope we can get a 


better deal. We have always 
been treated fairly in such 
matters in the past.*’ 

The Montreal organizing 
committee said last fall at the 
IOC meetings in Vienna that 
ticket allocation was based on 
population of the area, per 
capita income, distance from 
Montreal, the number of 
tourists from the area that 
visited Quebec in 1973, 
number of allUetes taking 
part per country and per dis¬ 
cipline. accommodation facili¬ 
ties and the number of tickets 
sold by Munich prior to the 
1972 Games.

Statistics show that some 
regions have fewer general 
practititmers than others, 
4vhich forces residents to 
make more use of outpatient 
clinics and hospital emer¬ 
gency facilities, the report 
says. 


IFo^e hikes outpace living costs 


OTTAWA (CP) — Em¬ 
ployees average wages in 
most industries managed to 
gain on the cost of living in 
the last 12 months, figures re¬ 
leased Wednesday by Statis¬ 
tics Canada show. 

Average weekly earnings 
advanced by 13.4 per cent to 
3a(H.37 in July from $130.07 in 


July a year ago. The June 
average was $203.16 
During the same year-over¬ 
year period, the consumer 
price Index — the most com- 
m<xUy used measure of the 
cost of living — rose 11 per 
cent. 

The weekly* earnings 
average is for all industries 


except agriculture, fishing 
and trapping, education and 
rested services, health and 
welfare services and private 
households and public ad¬ 
ministration. 

The highest average weekly 
earnings went to employees in 
oonstructloo industries, who 
earned $291.04 In July. This 


was 14.2 per cent higher than 
the average $254.31 diey re¬ 
ceived in July last year and 
up from $286.11 in June. 

Next highest was forestry, 
where average weekly earn¬ 
ings rose 12.7 per cent to 
$246.23 to July from $218.39 a 
year earlier. 


"While 40 per cent of the 
patients from the Atlantic re¬ 
gions and close to 25 per cent 
of those from Quebec used 
these services for a medical 
examination. In other Canadi¬ 
an regions only 13.5 to 18 per 
cent of the total number of 
patients used them for this 
reason. 

"It is also in Quebec, slight¬ 
ly more often than elsewhere, 
that residents went to outpa¬ 
tient clinics or emergency 
rooms for mild aches and. 
pains.” 

The report, which cost 
$62,000. involved a survey of 
about 2,0(X) persons on use of 
and attitudes to services. 

The report also says that 


while legal aid programs have 
proliferated in the last few 
years, they have not devel- 
oi>ed equally throughout Can¬ 
ada. 

"They are more easily ob¬ 
tainable in Quebec, Manitoba 
and Ontario, but conspicu¬ 
ously are less so in New¬ 
foundland and Prince Edward 
Island, for instance. Even in 
the province where these ser¬ 
vices are more widespread, 
large urban centres generally 
have more of them than outly¬ 
ing regions.” 

The social development 
council also said the utiliza¬ 
tion of so-called homemaker 
services is lower than expect¬ 
ed.

Propane supply offer 
to gasless Nanaimo 


There is enough propane in 
a rail car on a Pori Albenti 
siding to keep propane^less 
Nanaimo supplied with tJic gas 
(or several 'weeks, n Team* 
ster^unioti official said Wed* 
nesday night. 

Doug McLeod, president ot 
one of the three Teamster 
locals on strike against five 
propane companies, said he 
told Nanaimo MIA and Agri* 
culture Minister Dave Stu- 
pich, who represents the cen¬ 
tral Vancouver island comm- 
nity, abend the propane-loaded 
car Tuesday. 

About 1,500 Nanaimo homes, 
many businesses and the 
Nanaimo hospital ran out of 
the gas early this week as the 
strike by about 150 drivers 
against the companies con¬ 
tinues. The affect Nanaimo 
Ixmies and businesses arc con¬ 
nected to a grid system auiv 
plied by Vancouver Island 
Gas. 

McLeod said in a telephone 
interview from Vancouver he 
was told about three days ago 
that the rail car was almost 
full. 

the union would pick¬ 
et the rail car if it was 
moved. McLeod said the gas 
could be shipped to Nanaimo 
by trucks driven by non-union 
personnel. 

He also said that it may be 
possible for Nanaimo resi¬ 
dents connected to the grid 
system to instaU a luivate 
tank which could then be sup¬ 
plied by one of the four pro¬ 
pane companies not Involved 
. in the dispute. 

The Teamsters have tlie 
support of other transport 
tation unions In stopping pro¬ 
pane shipments to the Island 
but McLeod said the union 
will allow the four uninvolved 
companies to make island de¬ 
liveries. 

• Stupich. Nanaimo Mayor 
Frank Ney and company of¬ 
ficials were unavailable for 
comment Wednesday night. 

But Carl Anselm, president 
of Transport Labor Relations, 
which represents the compa¬ 
nies, said that McLeod 
“doesn’t know what he is talk¬ 
ing about.” 

There may be propane in 
Fort Albemi, Anselm said, 
but It would be a minimal 
amount and wouldn’t be suf¬ 
ficient to fill the gas mains. 

"If Mr. McLeod is so con¬ 
cerned about the people in 
Nanaimo, there are 14 car¬ 
loads of propane and butane 
at the CPR wharf in Van¬ 
couver waiting to go to Nanai¬ 
mo,” Anselm said. 

McLeod, stressing that it Is 
his personal opinion, said he 
would accept the appointment 
of an industrial inquiry Veom- 
mlssion to prepare a non-bind¬ 
ing report on the dispute, 
which first started in July as 
a company lockout but tuined 
into a strike early this month. 

Anselm said a statement 
would be made today but re¬ 
fused to say who would make 
the statement and declined to 
divulge its contents. But he 
did hint that it would be about 
an Industrial inquiry commis¬ 
sion. 

McLeod said the companies 
are trying to pul the onus for 
the propane shortage on the 
unions, but claimed that the 
companies, knowing what the 
situation was. should have 
prepared for it and consei*ved 
gas supplies on hand. 


Treatment 
Torced’ 
on inmates 


Cinadtin Prats 

The prisem system forces 
prtsoners to take psychiatric 
treatment whether tlier they 
want to or not, a Victoria law 
professor said Wednesday in 
Ottawa. 

“A prisoner soon learns that 
if court thinks he needs psy¬ 
chiatric treatment and he 
doesn’t agree to it, the 
chances for his early parole 
are almost nil,” said K. B. 
Jobson. 

Jobson told about 125 dele¬ 
gates to a conference on 
health and the law that this 
understanding of possible 
parole restriction creates an 
atmosphere of coercion for 
the prisoper. 

He also^aid that British Co¬ 
lumbia may be the worst 
province for the denial of the 
prisoner's human rights. 

Jobson said B.C. prisoners 
can be transferred from an 
ordinary penitentiary to the 
penitentlary^ospltal at Ab¬ 
botsford without their con¬ 
sent. 

Treatment at the centre, 
which he said w*a8 supposed 
to be based on consent, can be 
given against the prisoner’s 
wishsi. 


The union is demanding a 
$3 increase over 18 months, 
while Uie companies have of¬ 
fered increases of between J2 
and 52.20 un hour over two 
yeqrs. Anselm said the 
average rule for drivers 
under the old agreement was 
$5.68. 

Anselm said the companies 
will not agree to an 18-m(mth 
contract because it would ex¬ 
pire oct. 31 when propane de¬ 
mand is high. 


With an 18-month contract, 
"our customers would be at 
the complete mercy of the 
Teamsters,'' Anselm said. 

lie also charged that the 
union allows only those 
members who are picketing 
or filling other union assign¬ 
ments to vote on contract 
offers. 

“As long as there is this 
Teamster justice, I don’t sec 
any early end to this,” An¬ 
selm said.

A former instructor at 
various Englih colleges, he 
has had exhibitions at Hay- 
market Gallery, London, 
Manchester Art Gallery and 
at the Greater Victoria Art 
Gallery. 

The philosophy of his schoiM 
is to teach technical theoreti¬ 
cal and esthetic processes and 
encourage artists to develop 
their own styles and talents. 

With the aid of four potters’ 
wheels, three firing kilns and 
slides. Henson teaches slap, 
pinch, coil and wheel pottery 
methods and urges his stu¬ 
dents to develop pottery as a 
"fine-art". 

"My personal hope for the 
school is to make people real¬ 
ize that pottery is not just a 
traditional craft. Objects in 
clay don't necessarily have to 
be useful — they can be non¬ 
functional and yet very excit¬ 
ing creatively."

Ottawa already curbs immigrants

Severe restrictkms have

In Victoria Wednesday he 
said foreign doctors are al¬ 
lowed to enter only if a prov¬ 
ince agrees to take them. 

“And it is up to the prov¬ 
ince to decide if they will as¬ 
sign them to certain areas,” 
he said. 

Lalonde noted that Canada 
now has enough doctors, while 
certain areas of B.C. have a 
more than adequale sufiply. 

lie said he agreed with a 
recent move by the B.C. Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Sur- 
ge<W8 to grant permanent li¬

VANOOirVER (CP) — The 
B.C. Telephone Co. Ltd. told a 
Canadian Transport Commis¬ 
sion hearing It intends to 
charge 50 cents for in¬ 
complete person-to-person or 
collect long-distance calls to 
deter misuse of the service. 

R. B. Mason, director of 
rates and regulatory matters 
for the company, said that a 
stvidy of incomplete calls 
showed that more than half of 
them were cancelled. 

Mason’s submissions came 
during a hearing Into a B.C. 
Tel application to increase 
rales ifi per cent to provide 
an additional $49 millkm In 
revenue next year. 

He said that if the applica¬ 
tion is granted, there will be a 
19.8-per-cent increase in 
monthly rental and service 
charge.s. Long-distance calls 
in.side B.C also will rise. 

He also said the directory 
assistance charge of 23 cents 
for numbers listed in the tele- 
phcme book, and 10 cents for 
local calls in coin box tele- 
ijhones, will be unchanged. 

The company received half 
of the requested increase fol¬ 
lowing a hearing for an in- 
terUn increase in July. The 
10-per-cent raise went into ef¬ 
fect Aug. 1. 

The hearing adjourned to 
today wtwn lawyers’ ar¬ 
guments will be heard. 

Mason said that retired per¬

increase is granted.

To dale, bowei’er. although 
the provinces have wanted the 
federal government to pay 
half of program costs, tliey 
hti\-e rarely, if ever, consulted 
the government regarding the 
number and distribution of 
hospital beds that a province 
would build in its system, he 
said. 


Neither lias Uierc been con¬ 
sultation to wage and salary 
settlements or fee increases. 

"Since 70 per cent or so of 
the operating costs of hospi¬ 
tals are made up of wages 
and salaries, cxie would imag¬ 
ine that an ‘equal partner' 
would be closely consulted 
and kept in the picture in re¬ 
lation to any negotiations re¬ 
lating to such levels of remun¬ 
eration, 

“However, the ‘equality’ of 
tJie federal partner appears to 
have been restricted to pick¬ 
ing up its SO-peiV’ent share, 
nationally, of resulting deci¬ 
sions.” 

Lalonde said health costs 
could be cut considerably If 
provinces would launch pre¬ 
vention programs In both in¬ 
dustrial health and traffic ac¬ 
cidents.

Dentists reject 
nurse proposal 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
president of the B.C. Cibllege 
of Dental Surgeons says that 
piwision of children’s dental 
care through schools by den¬ 
tal nurses would be costly and 
inefficient. . 

Proposals for school-based 
dental care are contained in a 
recent report to the provincial 
government but Dr. Robert 
Hicks said the college 
suggests a public-private sys¬ 
tem 

Under the college’s propos¬ 
al, schools would be responsi¬ 
ble for the preventive aspect 
both in education of causes of 
t»wth decay and application of 
fluoride on the teeth. 

An expansion of the existing 
dental clinics would deal with 
the medical aspect, Hicks 
said. Ihe clinics' would be 
reimbursed by th e govern¬ 
ment under a dental care pro* 
gi'am. 

Hie school-based proposal 
is one of four contained in the 
government-sponsored inquiry 
under Dr. Robert Evans, an 
economics professor at the 
University of B.C. 


The other three suggestions 
are for a private practice sys¬ 
tem like that used in medical 
health insurance, a public- 
private system and special 
community dental clinics tor 
children with staff on salary. 

Hicks said a system of 
school-based clinics has been 
tried in New Zealand and Sas¬ 
katchewan, and ^osts are 
hi^er than if the existing 
system is expanded. 

He said the college has es¬ 
timated it costs Saskatchewan 
between $180 and $190 a child 
for an average amount of 
treatment while in B.C., going 
by fee guides used in' private 
practice, it wx>uld cost about 
$78 a child. 

Hicks said the difference is 
the cost to train dental nurses 
to the level needed if they are 
to wx>rk on their owti in a 
school-based system, and also 
the loss in productivity by a 
lone worker compared with 
ther teamwork accomplished 
in a clinic. 

He added tiiat problems 
would arise for a dental nurse 
in a school-based system if 
teiiinical difficulties were 
^countered during the filing 
of a child’s tooth’ “and you 
don’t know about these until 
the drilling has started." 

If the nurse felt the work 
was getting beyond her com¬ 
petence, the cavity would 
have to be plugged and ar¬ 
rangements made for the

Garden notes 


Geranuims to have 

done extremely uen this year, 
and I cannot recall any sea> 
son in which the plants have 
growm so sturdily nor bloomed 
so profusely. 

This may have been due to 
.some quirk in the weather 
pattern, but I think a more 
likely reason for this vigorous 
gi'owth and lush bloom is be* 
cause we arc getting better 
plants nowadays. 

It is a known fact that 
many of our older strains and 
varieties of various plants are 
infected with a virus tliat 
lowers the vitality without 
showing any obvious 8ymf>- 
toms. 

This infection became so 
widespread that we came to 
accept as normal the rather 
IKWP i)erformance of gerani¬ 
ums. together ^^ith chrysan¬ 
themums and -certain other 
plants. 

it -k ir 

Nowadays we are getting 
disease-free plants, thanks to 
new techniques in propaga¬ 
tion. and these new. vigorous 
plants are showing up the old 
ones for the sickly creatures 
they really were. 

^^^iateve^ the reason, gera¬ 
niums in formd beds, in 


planters, in hanging baskets 
and ornamental urns, have 
never looked more colorful, 
and in consequence. I have 
been flooded with letters ask¬ 
ing how to bring them safely 
through the vi-inter. 

Actually, I don't think it 
pays to try, for even in these 
days of inflation, the cost of 
replacing your geraniums 
every spring is quite reason¬ 
able. and your plants will be 
virus-free and ^ the newest 
varieties. 

However, if you insist on 
the do-it-yourself routine, here 
is how it is done. 

★ ★ 

To use an Irish tmm of 
speech, the best way to keep 
your plants is to scrap them. 
Take cuttings from your old 
plants, then ymll up the old 
ones and give them the old 
heave-ho. 

Grow the cuttings on 
through the winter to make 
new plant.s for setting out 
nc.xt spring. Such young 
plants will be far su|>erior to 
over-wintered parent plants 
which are almost invariably 
lanky, poorly formed and with 
an overage root system. 

The best slips are of young 
but well-ripened shoots —‘ 


firm, short-jointed grosvths 
detached from the parent 
stems — but at a pinch you 
could use almost any portion 
of the plant except very 
flabby shoots with long, bare 
intervals between the leaves. 

★ ★ ★ 

Make your cut immediately 
below a leaf, five or six 
inches from the tip, and strip 
off all the leaves except those 
at and near the^tip. 

Moisten the base of your 
slip, dip it in Roqtone or Sera- 
dix rooting powder, shake off 
any e.xcess dust, and insert 
around the edge of a flower 
IX)t filled with a mixture of 
equal parts peat moss and 
vermiculite. 

You can get from three to 
.seven slips in each pot, de¬ 
pending on its size, so this 
method doesn't take up a 
great deal of room. Keep the 
rooting mixture only just 
barely moist, never s<^gy 
wet, for geranium slips are 
highly prone to rot diseases. 
if if it 

Keep your pots of slips at 
ordinary room temperatures 
and in a good light but out of 
direct sunshine until roots 
have formed, as indicated by 
new growth at the tips. Then 


move them to a sunny window 
of a very cool room, watering 
sparingly. 

This combination of bright 
sun, cool air and dryish roots 
will slow down growth and 
makes for a stocky, short- 
jointed, well-branch^ plant 
vastly superior to the skinny, 
tall specimens pampered in 
warmth. 

Where no heat^ green¬ 
house or frame is available, 
the limitation of this method 
is the shortage of sunny win¬ 
dowsill space in the average 
home. Because of this, I am 
often asked how geraniums 
can be stored In a dormant 
condition, like dahlia or canna 
roots. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is just possible with 
the parent plants if a very 
cool and humid place is avail¬ 
able for storage — a place 
where potatoes will keep in 
good condition all winter, 
without either freezing or 
sprouting. 

I repeat, though, that the 
performance of these old 
plants is never as good as 
plants over-wintered as rooted 
slips, and these, in turn, are 
never as good as fi'esh stock, 
professionally grown.

Fake Infocals are all the rage as are 
artificial spare tires, varicose veins and 
beauty moles, complete with three 
hairs. 

No respectable middle-aged Idyllian 
male w’ould be seen in public w ithout a 
cane and an ear trumpet. Nor would 
any Idyllian female's boudoir he found 
without jars of wrinkle cream to restore 
her interesting wrinkles and bottles of 
lavender scent (“Promise her anything, 
but give her a lavender sachet”). 

By the time they reach 40. most 
Idyllian women hope they can still gel 
away with wearing black bombazine 
dresses and high-button shoes in hopes 
their husbands will whisper admiringly. 
"Dear, you’ve never looked older!” 

But their struggle to remain old is 
doomed to inevitable defeat.

Darryl F. Zanuck usedVto 
make an agent wait in the 
outer office while he talked 
business with his star client 
inside. And agents hud such 
names as “flesh peddler” and 


there wore similes such “as 
cold as an agent's heart.” 

Actors always hated agents 
even when they were doing 
them good. Thai’s because 
actors hate to give up 10 per 
cent of anything. 

Many of the agents were 
hard-working and nice guys. 
They didn't deserve the treat¬ 
ment they got but they got it 
nevertheless. 

Revenge seethed In their 
souls and finally their turn 
came. They fired a merciless 
bidding for services of their 
star clients. It aintost 
wrecked the industry when' 
pictures grossing maybe $2 
million had to pay $1 million 
off the top to a star. 

The upshot of it all was that 
the agents, using money as a 
weapon, drove the old tyco«is 


out. Old age helped some too. 

Noav production at such 
major studios as Universal, 
Waniers, Fox and Columbia 
is ell controlled by former 
agents. Most do an efficient, 
business-like job. There is lit¬ 
tle flamboyance. 

And certainly no colorful 
figures like Louis B. Mayer, 
Sam Goldwyn, 4ack L. 
Warner or Harry Cohn. 

The agents drove out the 
old tycoons and now tell 
actors what to do instead of 
vice versa. 

I once had an agent myself 
for my somewhat checkered 
career as an actor. He often 
called me from the Van Nuj's 
jail to bail him out on a drunk 
driving c^rge. Once he got 
me a job in a movie. 

And Jim Backus has an 


agent who calls him every 
Wednesday and says. “Have a 
nice weekend.” 

And Mlltoo Berie once fired 
the William Morris office 
after 39 years w-hen one of its 
top executives asked Milton 
“What’s new with your ca¬ 
reer?” 

Milton changed to (?MA bul 
quit there, saying the initials 
stood for “C^n’t make a 
deal.” 

He's back with William 
Moms. He went under Abe 
lauttfogel’s head. 

And you should hear what 
Milton says IFA stands for. 

The big moral to be learned 
from this story is always be 
nice to the office boy in your 
agency. He may be hiring you 
someday. Or worse, firing 
you. 


Aloneness can be glorious 


In every human heart, there 
is a sense of isolation. No 
man lives who has nut at 
some time felt the need of 
bearing his burdens alone. 

Loneliness is the remit of 
isolation. Even in the midst of 
the crwvd, we can feel lonely, 
when we experience rejection. 

I l.oneliness. thus, is the pain 
I of being alone. 

1 And yet. men wiio are capa¬ 
ble of being alone, those, in¬ 
deed, who glory in t>eing 
alone, are the truly creative 
ones. * 

But these are not Umely 
folk. Rather, they are those 
who can thrive in solitude. In- 
' deed, loneliness can be con¬ 
quered only by those who can 
bear solitude. If loneliness is 
the pain of being alone, soli¬ 
tude is the gloi-y of being 
alone. 

Men today are often so lone¬ 
ly that they cannot abide soli¬ 
tude. 

Yet, ultimately the pain of 
loneliness can be conquered 
only by those who also taow 
the glory of solitude. 

Without solitude, no man 
could create, Alexander Push¬ 
kin. the Russian writer put 
the matter clearly: “Poet.” 
he urged, “set no store by the 
popular applause. The mo¬ 
ment of extravagant praise 
will pass and you will hear

about the judgment of fools 
and the laughter erf the cold 
multitude. 

“But. you you stand 
firm I Stand calm and un¬ 
daunted! You are a king — 
and as a king you must live in 
loneliness.” 

Kings and leaders of men 
may en.ioy the burden of soli¬ 
tude; after all, it does confer 


special privileges upon them. 
The so-called “loneliness of 
command” repays the com¬ 
mander : people do offer hom¬ 
age: and his aloneness is 
often repaid by the plaudits 
and adulation of the multi¬ 
tude. 

But what of the less than 
mighty? A Gallup Poll man 
was once queried concerning 
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his wx)rk. How was it. he was 
asked, that people were will¬ 
ing to accept the invasion by 
strangers of their privacy io 
answer seemingly endless 
questions concerning their 
personal opinion? 

Said he: “We live in a terri¬ 
bly lonely society. Nobody 
much cares today what any¬ 
one else has to say. And so 
the greatest act of flattery 
you can perform is to walk up 
to somebody's door with a 
pencil and a clipboard and 
say: 'Talk — we want to hear 
you out...”’ 

We so much want to be part 
of the larger life of man. Yet 
we remain part of the “lonely 
crowd.” 

The answer to our loneli¬ 
ness is neither public living 
nor despair o ffinding happi¬ 
ness in the inner sanctum of 
our private lives. The answer 
is an ability to transform our 
loneliness Into solitude: from 
the pain to the glory of alon¬ 
eness. 

For only in solitude can 
those who are alone reach 
those from whom they have 
been separated.. 

One hour of true solitude, it 
has been said, may bring us 
ch>ser to those we love tiian 
many' hours of com¬ 
munication. For in the quiet 
poverty of our solitude, many 
riches arc present.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
University of Florida doctor 
reported Wednesday that 
daily drinks of orange juice 
by a dozen volunteers ap¬ 
peared to ward off or reduce 
the symptoms of colds, adding 
new fuel to the controversy 
over the benefits of vitamin 
C 

Dr. R. H. Waldman said the 
orange juice seemed to be 
most effective when test sub- 
.iects started drinking it a 
week before they were ex¬ 
posed to A cold virus. None 
developed the sniffles, coughs 
and sore throat of the com¬ 
mon. cold. 

Waldman, chief of infec¬ 
tious diseases at the universi¬ 
ty’s medical department, pre¬ 
sented the study results at the 
Fifteenth Interscience Oanfer- 
cnce on Antimicrobial Agents 
and Chemotherapy. 

Twenty-four healthy men 
and women, mostly students, 
participated in the study. 

Fifteen ounces of orange 
juice a day for three weeks 
were given to half the group, 
with seven starting to con¬ 
sume the juice a wwk before 
they were exposed to the cold 
vihis and five starting on the 
day of exposure. 

The other 12 subjects were 
given dummy pills. 

The cold idrus, called a 
rhinovirus, was Introducad 
into all 24 volunteers in nose 
drops. 

tSto of the 12 who were 
drinking orange juice devel¬ 
oped cold symptoms as deter^ 
mined by a p^Tysician who 
was not aware of whether or 
not they were drinking the 
juice. Those two were among 
the five people wbo started 
drinking orange juice on the 
day of virus exposure. Tbe 
ones who started taking 
orange juice a week earlier 
• showed virtually no cold 
symptoms.
